which has become so notorious a scandal.

Pinchot knew th at this money was being 
spent, for he and his wife contributed near­ 
ly $100,000 of it. 
r It does not help m atters much to say that 
the Penrose machine in Pennsylvania could 
have been smashed in no other way.

is there a great deal of comfort in the fact 
- r a t least, it seems to be a fact— th at none 
this Pinchot money was spent illegally. 
The fact remains that here we see men and 
women of the type which has been crying 
out most indignantly against the Michigan 
scandal engaging in exactly the same prac­ 
tice which they have been condemning.

The claim to complete 
national

by means of very large states that war can 
be gradually eliminated, and where large 
states exist, they ought not, in general, to 
be disrupted because some of their inhabi­ 
tants wish to be free to kill others without

law. 
All 
the 
legitimate 
claims of small nationalities can be met by 
local autonomy; to grant more is to give 
away to anarchy. 
The rights of a nation 
as against humanity are not more absolute 
than the rights of a person as against t h e ! 
community. In the Middle Ages the barons 
contended fcr the 
right 
of private war; 
nowadays small 
nations set up the same 
claim. 
It is regrettable that big nations 
should claim such a right, but there is no 
force capable of restraining them, where-' 
as small nations 
can 
be restrained, and 
therefore should be. 
In time, by the con­ 
sequent growth of large states and the di-’ 
munition in the importance of economic in­ 
ternational relations, 
the 
causes of war 
may be removed.
